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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars.

Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

The Board of Park Commissioners report the playgrounds 
were used extensively during the summer months of 1939. The 
tennis courts were in almost constant use and a baseball game 
took place nearly every day. 

The assistance of the Community House supervision over 
organized play on the Town Park was very beneficial and 
greatly appreciated, resulting in increased use of the facilities. 
They also organized and conducted the Tennis Tournament 
which attracted considerable attention from non-contestants 
as well as contestants. 

The task of clearing the Reservation of fallen trees and 
other damage left in the wake of last year’s hurricane was 
continued from last year.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child may enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter school. To enter 
school in the fall of 1940, a child must be six years old on or 
before October 1, 1940. 


No child may enter the kindergarten unless such child 
shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. To enter 
kindergarten in the fall of 1940, a child must be five years 
old on or before October 1, 1940. No child may enter school 
after October 1 except by special permission. 


When a child first enters school in the town a birth 
certificate and vaccination certificate must be presented. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a 
contagious disease shall not return to school until he has 
secured a health certificate signed by a physician. This 
certificate will be exchanged through the superintendent of 
schools for a return permit to be given to the teacher.

At a Meeting of the Trustees, on December 2, 1939, the 
following action was unanimously approved. 

The Bancroft Memorial Library was closed the afternoon 
of Thursday, November 28, 1939, during the funeral services 
of the late Wallace I. Stimpson, Trustee of the Library from 
June 11, 1917, until his death, November 21, 1939, and the fol- 
lowing testimonial was unanimously voted to be spread upon 
our records and printed in our next Annual Report, and a copy 
sent to the family of our deceased member :— 


The Trustees, desiring to record the great loss 
to the Library, and the personal loss to the Board 
and members of the Library staff, in the death of 
their fellow-trustee, Wallace I. Stimpson, vote the fol- 
lowing Testimonial: 

In the death of Wallace I. Stimpson, the Ban- 
croft Memorial Library has lost a most able officer 
and wise counselor. A rugged New England char- 
acter, he held the highest regard and esteem of his 
business associates, and the townspeople, who have 
suffered a severe loss. To the office of Trustee of 
this Library he brought a broad and keen sense of 
his duty and responsibility to the Library, and to the 
Town of Hopedale. 


On recommendation of the Board of Trustees, the Rev- 
erend JB Hollis Tegarden was elected, at a joint meeting of 
the Trustees and the Selectmen, to serve as Trustee in place of 
the late Wallace I. Stimpson. 
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The Trustees have accepted, with regret, the resignation 
of Mrs. Madeleine R. Woodbury, as Librarian, effective Feb. 
1, 1940. The Trustees desire to express their deep apprecia- 
tion of the able and careful way with which she has performed 
her duties as Librarian, and the honor which she brought, 
not only upon the Library, but upon herself in the conduct of 
the Library the past few years. Especially do we appreciate 
her spirit of cooperation, which has been of great satisfaction 
to the Trustees. 


The total circulation for the year was not quite as large 
as for the year 1938, but the per capita circulation was 10.47. 
As the State Board considers eight books per capita circula- 
tion for a town and Library of this size, we are still very 
much above the average library of our size, and the fact that 
the juvenile circulation was 31% of the total circulation, in- 
sures the maintenance of this high standing in future fears. 


The Trustees extend their sincere thanks to all of the em- 
ployees of the Library and to the townspeople for the continu- 
ance of their cordial cooperation in this important town work.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The Librarian respectfully submits the fifty-fourth annual 
report. 


The main library has been open 303 days with an average 
circulation of 92 books each day. The largest number of books 
loaned on any one day was 182 and the smallest 31. The total 
circulation including the South Hopedale Branch was 32,337, 
a per capita circulation of 10.47. The juvenile circulation at 
the main library was 9,273 volumes or 31 per cent of the total 
circulation. 


During the past year 391 volumes have been added to the 
library, which brings the total number to 18,279. The 14th 
edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica in 24 volumes was the 
most noteworthy purchase. This will supplement the still val- 
uable 11th edition which the library owns. 


Miss Priscilla Woodhead, who has served as part-time 
assistant for the past three years, has resigned and Miss Vir- 
ginia Creighton, a member of the Junior Class at the General 
Draper High School has joined the staff as a part-time assist- 
ant. During the summer Miss Louise Morton, a member of 
the Senior Class at Simmons’ Library School, assisted at the 
library. 


Mrs. Day attended a two weeks Summer Institute in li- 
brary work at the University of New Hampshire in July. 
Special emphasis was placed on work with children with Miss 
Anne Carroll Moore of New York City as instructor. 


Many times throughout the year exhibits were sent from 
the schools to be displayed in the children’s room. Among the

work shown was a “Housing Project’, notebooks on Holland, 
“Paper Dolls” representing people of many lands and ‘‘Peep- 
Shows” depicting various industries. Three school rooms ac- 
cepted deposits of books from the library. A Christmas story 
hour on the evening of December 23 in the children’s room 
was greatly enjoyed. Mrs. Day and Mrs. Ruth D. Beals read 
the stories. 


In November the annual custom of giving a class in li- 
brary instruction to the High School freshmen was continued. 
The class came in two divisions for the lesson and later for the 
examination. 


The library was represented at the American Library 
Association meeting at San Francisco in June by the Librari- 
an and local library meetings were attended several times by 
both the Librarian and Mrs. Day.
